A cable to the World from Paris 
says: M. H. deYoung of San Francis¬ 
co has returned from his trip to Egypt. 
His decoration of the Legion of Honor 
was given to him personally by Presi¬ 
dent Loubet, in the presence of Em¬ 
bassador Porter. 

Senor Pulido, the Venezuelan 
Charge d’Affaires, has received a 
cablegram from his Government stat¬ 
ing that the constituente has ap¬ 
pointed President Castro to be provis¬ 
ional President of Venezuela. Up to 
this time he has simply been dictator 
of the republic. 

Oriental advices say: In a decree is¬ 
sued to the governors of Chinese prov¬ 
inces the Empress Dowager declares 
that among the first reforms to be 
undertaken shall be the speedy con¬ 
struction of the Yang-tse valley rail¬ 
ways and railways connecting Shang¬ 
hai, Soo Chow and Nanking. 

From a private cablegram received 
from Paris, it is learned that the 
French Government purposes levying a 
heavy duty on Porto Rican coffee into 
France. France is the greatest con¬ 
sumer of this product of the island. 
This action will prove a serious blow 
to the coffee industries. 

The Chicago Evening Post has been 
sold by H. H. Kohlsaat to a company 
headed by J. C. Shaffer of Evanston, 
who will be president and publisher of 
the paper. Samuel T. Glover, for 
several years managing editor of the 
paper, will be its editor. The publi¬ 
cation, which will be known hereafter 
as the Cihcago Post, will appear here- 
after in an entirely different form. 
The pages will be reduced one-half 
from the present size, but increased in 
number from eight to sixteen. The 
Chicago Post, it is announced, will make 
a feature of financial news, but will 
“present all the news of value to its 
readers, and will continue to take es¬ 
pecial interest in the literary, educa¬ 
tional, reformatory and social life of 
Chicago.” The paper will be strongly 
Republican in politics. 

The work of arranging the itinerary 
of the President’s trip to the Pacific 
Coast is proceeding slowly at the White 
! House, and almost everything on the 
programme up to the present time is 
provisional and subject to change. 
The trip is to be in no sense a speech¬ 
making tour, it being the President’s 
desire, as far as possible, to avoid ad¬ 
dressing the crowds which will congre¬ 
gate at the various places at which he 
will stop. Some set speeches at sev¬ 
eral places are already arranged for, 
bnt the President will make no rear- 
platform speeches. Another feature of 
the trip will be the substitution of a 
drive through a city for a public re¬ 
ception. The trip will be so arranged 
that there will be no traveling on Sun¬ 
day. Secretary Cortelyou, who is 
planning the itinerary, is not able yet 
to give out even an approximation of 
the route and stops.

GEN. LEE ON FUTURE OF CUBA. 

Btlitvei America Should Withdraw Oal j 
When Peace Is Assured• 

Omaha, Neb.— General Fitshugb 
Lee for the first time since his retire¬ 
ment from the Army has given ex¬ 
pression to his views with regard to the 
fature of Cuba. The occasion was the 
banquet given in his honor at the 
Omaha Club. After referring to his 
services as Consul-General and'in the 
Army in that island, he said: 

“Porto Rico is ours by conquest, 
while Cuba has its status fixed by the 
Teller resolution in the act declaring 
war against Spain. Under that resolu¬ 
tion the United States disclaims any 
intention of exercising sovereignty, 
jurisdiction or control over the island 
of Cuba, except for the pacification 
thereof, and when that is accom¬ 
plished. the government of the island 
should be turned over to its own peo¬ 
ple. That solemn declaration is bind¬ 
ing on the Government, and, in my 
opinion, would be and should be rigid¬ 
ly adhered to. 

“The expenditure ol treasures and 
blood, the dead American soldiers and 
sailors, the geographical location of the 
island, the large interests held by the 
Americans, Spanish, English, German, 
French, and, indeed, the Cubans, 
themselves, demand that the island 
should not only be pacified, but be 
permanently pacified. The pledge of 
the United States does not demand that 
American control or supervision be 
absolutely withdrawn, if the United 
States from evidence before the proper 
department, believes that the Cubans 
will fight among themselves before or 
shortly after the American soldiers 
now in Cuba stack their muskets on 
American soil.” 

REFUSES TO ANNUL PERMITS. 

Secretary of War Declines to Interfere In 
the Controversy Between Oil Men. 

Washington. — Secretary Root has 
refused to annul any of the permits 
recently granted to individuals and 
companies to bore for oil in the 
oeean off California in the vicinity of 
the present oil fields. Disputes have 
arisen in several instances.the property 
holders on the seashore claiming that 
their rights were being interfered with 
by the operations of oil men aoting 
under these War Department permits. 
The privileges were granted on the 
condition that navigation interest# 
should not be interfered with, and are 
similar, in all respects, to the permits 
granted a year ago to persons Who 
wished to dredge for gold in the Behr- 
ing sea, off the coast of Nome. 

In the case of oil permits Secretary 
Root informs all complainants that 
they must look to the State authorities 
for any redresA'of their claims; The 
permits, hetfays, were not intended to 
grant any riparian rights, and, in case 
these rights bad been violated, the 
local authorities must take the matter 
in hand. The War Department’s juris¬ 
diction applies only to navigation in¬ 
terests, and so long as the oil pros¬ 
pectors do not obstruct navigation the 
department will take no action. Tak¬ 
ing this view of the matter, Secretary 
Root declines to cancel any permits on 
the basis of the complaints that the 
rights of the property holders on shore 
are being violated. 

Hill After the Burlington Lines. 

New York.—President James J. Hill 
of the Great Northern Railroad has re¬ 
turned to New York from Boston and, 
although he declined to tell about the 
negotiations for control of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy road, be ad¬ 
mitted that the culmination of the 
matter now rested with the Burlington 
people. The Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific railway companies 
will jointly lease the Burlington, if 
Mr. Hill’s proposition is accepted. 

The basis of this proposition is a 
guarantee of 7 per cent per annum on 
the Burlington stock. There is no in¬ 
tention to destroy the corporate inde¬ 
pendence of the Burlington. That 
property will be operated separately, 
even should the Great Northern- 
Northern Pacific interests obtain com¬ 
plete control. The plan provides also, 
it is said, for the purchase of Burling¬ 
ton bonds at $187% in 3% percent 
guaranteed bonds, or $180 in cash. 

The President’s Northern Itinerary. 

Washington.—The itinerary of the 
Presidential party through the State of 
Washington is practically complete, 
according to Representative Jones of 
that State. It is as follows: The 
President will leave Portland, Or., at 
10 a. m. Thursday, May 23d, and enter 
Washington by way of Olympia, where 
he will stop half an hour. He will 
reach Tacoma in the afternoon, and 
spend the night there. On Friday he 
will traverse Puget Sound by boat to 
Seattle, stopping at Everett and sev¬ 
eral other places en route. On Satur¬ 
day the party will cross the mountain, 
with brief stops at Ellenberg, North 
Y’akima and Walla Walla. Sunday 
will be spent at Spokane, and Monday 
the party will leave for Montana. The 
President’s trip through Kaneas will 
include stops at Topeka and Lawrence.

Manila.—Aguinaldo continues to ex¬ 
press himself as pleased with and im¬ 
pressed by the courteous treatment ac¬ 
corded by General MacAfthur. “I am 
a prisoner,” said be, “but I am treat¬ 
ed like a guest.” 


AGUINALDO’S FUTURE. 


Filipino Chieftain May Feel Heavy 
Hand of Uncle Sam. 

NOT TO BE URGED TO AID AMERICANS 

Any Overturns Must Come From tke Cap¬ 
tured Insurgents—He Is Said to Be 
Living in Comfort. 


Washington. — President McKinley 
has rewarded General Funston for his 
achievement in capturing Aguinaldo 
by appointing him a Brigadier-General 
in the regular Army, in accordance 
with the recommendation of General 
MacArthur. 

New York.—A special to the Herald 
from Washington says: If Emelio 
Aguinaldo has violated any of the laws 
of war and declines to take the oath 
of allegiance to the United States he 
will be tried by a military commission 
to be appointed by Major-General Mac¬ 
Arthur. This is the important feature 
of the instructions sent by Secretary 
Root to General MacArthur regarding 
the disposition to be made of the 
prisoner. 

General MacArthur will make no 
bargain with Aguinaldo, giving him 
freedom in return for his aid in estab¬ 
lishing the recognition of American 
sovereignty. He will inform Aguinal¬ 
do that the Government is disposed to 
deal leniently with him, and he will 
be held for the present as a prisoner of 
War. He will be kept under close 
surveillance, ao as not to be able to 
communicate with his former subordi¬ 
nates to the injury of the United 
8tates. He will b« allowed, if he 
desires, to take the oath of allegiance 
and then to acquaint the Filipinos 
generally with what he lias done and 
his views as to their future course. 

Aguinaldo has not placed himself in 

position to be offered any terms by 
the United States under any of the 
proclamations or instructions govern¬ 
ing the Philippines. No attempt will 
be made to bargain with him and he 
will first have to accept the sovereignty 
ot the United States and also show 
tliat be oomes within the terms of the 
^nnesty offered before he could even 
Kb offered a position under the Govern¬ 
ment. if it seemed desirable to use him 
i&a governmental capaoity in the fa¬ 
ture. At present Aguinaldo will be 
considered on the same footing with 
other prisoners. 

The position of the United States in 
reference to the prisoner seems to have 
been misunderstood in some quarters, 
and there was an impression that our 
officers were ready to make terms with 
Aguinaldo in order to secure his ser¬ 
vices for the pacification of the islands. 
It is evident that any overtures to 
bring about this result will have to 
come from Aguinaldo. No doubt he 
will be given an opportunity to make a 
proposition of that kind, but until lie 
does he will be considered as a cap¬ 
tured insurgent. 

Nothing Dona by Hawaiian Legislature. 

Honolulu.—Not a single bill has yet 
been presented to the Governor by the 
Legislature for his signature. House 
bill 1, appropriating $46,000 for the 
expenses of the session, passed both 
houses, but it was sent back to the 
House from the Senate three times be¬ 
cause of an alleged lack of formality in 
certifying it, and once because thejword 
“forty” was spelled “fourty.” On 
this the House grew indignant and 
threw out the bill. The expenses of 
the session were finally provided for 
by a joint resolution. The Senate 
spent two or three days discussing how 
it ought to proceed to get passed bills 
to the Governor. The House has 
spent a good deal of time wrangling 
over communications with the execu¬ 
tive officers of the Government. The 
dispensary bill, which has been intro¬ 
duced in the Senate, has aroused the 
antagonism of the liquor interests, 
and a determined effort to defeat it will 
be made. 

New Artillery Companies. 

Washington.—An order has been 
issued from the War Department for 
recruiting twelve companies of coast 
artillery at several Army posts and 
assigning officers to them. Of these, 
one company is to be recruited at the 
Presidio, 8an Francisco, and Captain 
Edward Davis, Second Lieutenannt 
Guy E. Carleton and a First Lieuten¬ 
ant yet to be designated are assigned 
to it. One company is to be organ¬ 
ized at Fort Stevens, Or., and Captain 
John P. Hains, 8econd Lieutenant 
Alden F. Brewster and a First Lieuten¬ 
ant not yet ciiosen are to be assigned 
to it. One company is to be organized 
at Fort Flagler, Wash., and Captain 
Eugene T. Wilson, aid de camp to 
General Shafter, Second Lieutenant 
Raymond S. Pratt and a First Lietuen- 
ant to be named later are assigned to 
it. 

Hieroglyphic* on Tlea-tili Wall*, 

Victoria, B. C.—An ancient Chinese 
tablet with the characters so worn that 
they were undecipherable, has been 
found in the destroyed wall at Tien¬ 
tsin. There is much indignation 
among the Chinese at Tien-tsin over 
the destruction of the wall. 


REMOVED HIS STOMACH. 

Physicians Perform ihs Haro Operation 
of Gastrectomy. 

New York.—One of the rarest opera¬ 
tions in surgical science, known as gas¬ 
trectomy, the entire excision of the 
human stomach, was performed at the 
German Hospital in Brooklyn by Dr, 
George R. Fowler, assisted by Dr. Rus¬ 
sell Fowler Jr., Dr. George Reichers 
and a corps of assistants. The patient 
was Jacob Wichnqann, a German, 68 
years old, who had sought relief in 
Berlin and other cities of Europe, but 
found no one who was willing to per¬ 
form the operation for him. 

He waa on the operating table from 
8 until 11 o'clock, and the operation 
was viewed by some of the most emi¬ 
nent physicians of Manhattan and j 
Brooklyn. Wichruann was under the 
influence of anesthetics. When the j 
surgeons had finished their work he 
rallied,and the operation is pronounced 
a success. The abdominal cavity was 
opened, and, after a thorough examina¬ 
tion the entire stomach was removed. 
This involved the separation from the 
two main channels of the esophagus, I 
through which the food enters the 1 
stomach, and the pylorus, or outlet of 
the stomach into the intestines. The ] 
pylorus was then attached to the | 
esophagus. The patient will be fed on 
liquid food which has been predigested. f 
Wiclimann had cancer of the stomach 
and his case was incurable. Dr. Fowler 
had auunounced tLat unless the man 
was operated on he would starve to 
death. Arrangements had been made ' 
to perform the operation two weeks 
ago, but Wichmann’s sou objected and 
served a written objection on Dr. Fow¬ 
ler not to attempt it. A few days ago 
he withdrew his objection. 

Great Deal In Laud and Cattle* 
Denver.— A special to the News 
from Salt Lake City, Utah, says: 
John Sparks of Reno, Nev., has sold 
to A. J. Harrell of Visalia, Cal., 20,- 
000 head of range cattle, with hiH half 
interest in 20,000 aereB of land and a 
lease on 700,000 acres more. Sparks 
receives $500,000 casii and 12,000 acres 
of land in the Texas cotton bolt. This 
land is valued at $60 per acre, so the 
amount involved in the transaction is 
$ 1 , 100 , 000 . 

The cattle and land sold by Sparks 
cover a half interest in the Sparks- 
Ilarrell Cattle Company. Harrell be¬ 
comes solo owner. This deal makes 
him tho largest cattle owner west of 
the Missouri. Sparks retains his fa¬ 
mous herd of thoroughbreds at Reno. 

Bid* far New Building »(, Quarantine. 

Washington.— Bids were opened in 
the office of the Supervising Architect 
of the Treasury Department for the 
construction of a cabin passenger house 
at San Francisco quarantine station at 
Angel Island. There were three bid¬ 
ders, as follows: A. T. Spence, Oak¬ 
land, $13,400, tho work to be com¬ 
pleted in 100 working days; Richard 
Sinnott, San Francisco, $16,294, 130 
days; Richard McCann, San Francisco, 
$16,934, 140 days. The contract will 
be awarded to A. T. Spence, the lowest 
bidder, provided the department is 
satisfied as to his responsibility and 
ability to porform the work within the 
comparatively short period specified in 
his offer. 

Commission System May Bo Besumed. 

Chicago.—A resumption of the pay¬ 
ment of commissions on ticket sales is 
a possibility threatening Western rail¬ 
roads, according to the Evening Post. 
Railroad officials are excited over re¬ 
ports that certain roads are now pay¬ 
ing commissions to a firm engaged 
in running “summer excursions.” 
Roads which refused to give’this firm 
commissions for routing their business 
over their lines have been refused, 
business by the excursion people. 
This is taken as strong evidence that 
the latter roads are violating the 
agreement. Convincing proof of vio¬ 
lations, it is said, is likely to lead to 
the practical abrogation of the cove¬ 
nant. ,

The fraction of a cent which the 
Government earns on the sale of the 
books has amounted to a net profit of 
$33,672 in the eleven months during 
which they have been on sale at all 
postoffices.

Washington.— The President has 
appointed Robert .Mansfield of Indiana 
Consul at Valparaiso, Chile. The ap¬ 
pointee was formerly a private secre¬ 
tary of Senator Beveridge.

trr ULIA WARD HOWE, famous the 
Jl world over as the author of “The 
BatUe Hymn of the Republic” and 
for her prominence in wbmen’s activi¬ 
ties, writes in “Success” her conviction 
that the representative twentieth cen¬ 
tury American girl will be the highest 
type of girl the world has seen. But she 
also sounds a note of warning as to the 
cultivation of fine manners: 

“In this matter of manners we have 
not advanced during the last half cen¬ 
tury. We Americans do not give man¬ 
ners the attention they deserve. Abroad 
we are acquiring the reputation of be¬ 
ing the best dressed people in the world; 
but about our manners, which are even 
more important than dress, there Is 
often a polite but significant silence. 
Our educational system should take 
more account of deportment, which, in 
large measure. Is expressive of what 
we represent The social atmosphere 
is warmed by the enthusiasm of youth. 
We admire and even envy the over¬ 
flowing vitality of the healthy girl. But 
when the outpouring of this enthusiasm 
and vitality becomes forgetful of the 
feelings and opinions of others, the line 
between good manners and bad is 
crossed. Young women who are fond 
of outdoor sports, who can do as well 
as men numerous things that, in the 
past, men alone did, and women who 
are successfully competing with men 
in the business or the professional 
world, exult in the power and freedom 
which their mothers did not have. This 
is excellent, but these progressive wo¬ 
men are in danger of offending good 
manners, by giving their exultation and 
their own personalities Ljo great an 
emphasis.

A Private Soldier's Proud Position. 

Jean Baptiste Jules “Bernadette, who 
was born at Puu, lntlie South of France, 
on the 26th of January, 1764, rose from 
the position of a private soldier to that 
of a King. He entered the French army 
as a private soldier in 1780, and fought 
ills way up to the command of a divi¬ 
sion in 1704, and a Marshal’s baton In. 
1804. He distinguished himself greatly 
in the German campaigns In 1706, and 
the year after in Italy under the eye of 
his great chief, Napoleon himself. In 
1790 hewas Minister of War, and in 1805 
forhis conduct at Austerlitz was named 
I’rince of I’ontecorvo. In the cam¬ 
paigns of 1806 he commanded the First 
Army Corps. He had never been liked! 
or trusted by Napoleon, W'liose jealousy 
nnd dislike at last became so apparent 
that Berrmdotte left the French army 
in disgust and returned to Paris. In 
1810 he wns elected Crown Prince and 
heir to the throne of Sweden, on condi¬ 
tion of his joining the Protestant 
Church. The health of Charles XIII. 
falling in the following year, the reins 
of government fell almost entirely into 
his hands. On the death of Charles he 
ascended tlie Swedish throne as Charles 
XIV. and won for himself the character 
of a wise and good King.

In order to 
prevent the possibility of seediness in 
appearance or style of living the gov¬ 
ernment forbids an officer to marry un¬ 
less lie deposits a certain sum—it is 
$20,000 for a lieutenant and becomes 
gradually less for each higher grade- 
wit h the authorities, the income of 
which is doled out to him semiannual¬ 
ly.

The money which a wife brings to 
her husband, unless there is an express 
notarial stipulation to the contrary, be¬ 
comes absolutely the husband’s proper¬ 
ty.

Treatment ot Bnrna, 

Burns may be ordinary, but they lose 
pone of their smart because of the ease 
witii which they are acquired. Some 
persons seem to have a perfect genius 
for getting burned. If they strike a 
match, it breaks and scorches them, 
while a visit to the kitchen ends in a 
burn from the oven or a scald from hot 
water or steam. Of course the right 
thing to do with a burn is to get It 
away from all contact witii the air and 
to do this with all possible baste. 

The necessary articles for the treat¬ 
ment should be on hand, and they are 
baking soda—not washing soda, notice 
_fresh fat of some sort and several 
thicknesses of cotton cloth. It is an 
excellent plan to have a bottle of car- 
ron oil ready for such emergencies. 
Carron oil is made by shaking together 
equal parts of linseed oil and limewa- 
ter. If the skin is broken over the 
burn, use the oil without the soda.
